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SctOOl REPORT 


It is customary in annual school reports to speak in lau- 
datory terms of the progress made by the pupils and the 
ability and faithfulness of the teacher. ‘This is as it should 
be. Both need all the encouragement that can be given 


them, but neither of them need fulsome praise. 


In the remarks below we have aimed to do justice to all 
parties. The advancement made in the several branches 
taught in our schools has not been as great as it ought to 
have been, yet we are thankful that something has been ac- 
complished. In one half of our schools the number of schol- 
ars is too few to make a successful school even under the most 
favorable circumstances. 

The course of instruction pursued in our district schools 
should be practical. Many ofits pupils pass from the school 
room into the active duties of life with no other schooling. 
Reading, writing. spelling, arithmetic, geography and gram- 
mar should claim almost exclusive attention. ‘There is a ten- 
dency among scholars to study the higher branches before 
they are familiar with elementary work. ‘They ought to be 
impressed with the idea that there is as much honor in learn- 
ing to read and write well as in solving a problem in Algebra. 
Spelling is a subject which is greatly neglected. We are 
sorry to see that the practice of learning the abbreviations, 
sounds of letters, punctuation marks, etc.. has gone out of 
fashion. Arithmetic. as it should, has occupied more time 
than any other one study. Its principles. however, have 
been made prominent in recitation, rather than their applica- 


tions to the every-day business of life. With a view of hay- 
ing a more practical text-book than Greenleaf’s, we introduced 
Robinson’s Shorter Course at the beginning of the school 
year. The results have justified the change. In Geography 
the pupil should first learn about his own state and country ; 
and in Grammar the correction of false syntax should engross 
his attention. He should ever bear in mind that its study is 
to enable him to speak and write correctly his mother tongue. 

‘Tne Superintending School Committee have not once been 
called upon to aid the teacher in matters of discipline, but 
not, because the best of order has prevailed in all our schools. 
The conduct of some of our scholars is unworthy of the great 
privileges which they might enjoy. Ifthe teacher is unsatisfac- 
tory, the Committee should be immediately informed, so that 
the case may be investigated. Most of the registers were re- 
turned incompletely or incorrectly made out. Statistics are 
of the utmost value. The law demands that teachers shall 
properly fill out and return their respective registers. See 
General Laws, Chapter 89, Seetion 16. | 

The school is second only to the home in fitting the youth 
of our country to assume the duties pertaining to citizenship 
in the grandest republic the world ever saw. | As all have an 
influence, so all have a duty in regard to our common schools. 
We are satisfied that our schools will average favorably with 
those in the county, but why not make them foremost? 


DISTRICT REPORT. 
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Districr No. 1.—Both Summer and Fall terms were taught 
by Miss Julia A. Britton, the last being her fourteenth term. 
She was successful in both, but never more so than in the Fall 
term, working with patience and untiring assiduity and faith- 
fulness in the discharge of her responsibilities as a teacher. 
Thorough in discipline, she yet secured the good-will of her 
pupils. This is one of the largest schools in town. 

The Winter term was taught by William H. Proctor and 
was his second term here. He works with zeal and energy 
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in the school room, and makes an earnest effort to illustrate 
and make the lessons clear to the comprehension and under- 
standing of the pupils. 


Dist. No. 2.—Miss Nellie Allen of Walpole, taught the 
Summer and Winter terms. ‘This school is small, affording 
much time to each scholar, giving to them a good opportuni- 
ty for improvement. Miss Allen was diligent and faithful 
to make her school a success 


Distr. No. 3.—The Summer and Fall terms were taught by 
Miss Emma L. Bennett, a well known and successful teacher. 
As in the past, so in these two terms, she sustained her rep- 
utation as a faithful and competent instructor of the children, 
making the responsibilities of those who succeed her, lighter 
and their duties less difficult. 


For the Winter term, Mr. Bennett Thrasher of Coventry, 
Vermont, was the teacher, having kept one term here a few 
years ago, this being his eleventh term. Some features of his 
school were somewhat novel, but useful. His closing exami- 
nation was too brief to indicate adequately the success of the 
term. 

Distr. No. 4.—There was no Summer term, in consequence 
ot the death of the Prudential Committee, Mrs. Caroline Burt. 
She was deeply interested’in the prosperity of this school, and 
her death was a great loss to the district. 

The Fall term was taught by Miss Lucy Belle A. Sheldon 
of Billerica, Mass. She began her school well, but as much 
cannot be said of the close, which occurred at the seventh 
week. 

Fred E. Atherton taught the Winter term. He was a quiet. 
hard working teacher, and his scholars made good progress: 

Dist. No. 5.—This district had the same teacher this year 
as it has had for several terms, Miss Carrie B. Chamberlain ; 
and the same success attended her efforts. 

Dist. No. 6.—Miss Gertrude F. Coudrey was teacher here 
throughout the year. Miss Coudrey had established quite a 
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reputation as a teacher; but this year, we regret to say, she 
has not added anything to it. 

Dist. No. 7.—The Summer term was taught by Miss Mary 
J. Robertson of Chesterfield. She had for her school two 
small pupils, but showed much tact and skill in interesting 
them. Miss, Jennie Jewett of Lowell, Mass., with a larger 
number of scholars, also did good work. 


Dist. No. 8.—The teacher of the Summer term was Miss 
Adele L. Proctor, who gave good satisfaction. 

The Fall term was taught by H. W. Allen of Dummerston, 
Vt. Had he maintained a higher degree of discipline it would 
have been to his credit and for the advantage of the school. 

Frank A. Knight was master of the Winter term. A fine 
class in Natural philosophy was formed at the commencement of 
the term, and the study was made doubly interesting by the 
mechanical skill of one member of the class. Master Walter 
L. Works, who made and exhibited models of many of the 
appliances described. 

Dist. No. 9.—The three terms were taught, respectively, 
by Miss Vesta B. Chickering, Miss Emma Hutchins and Miss 
Adele L. Proctor, all well Known teachers. 

Dist. No. 10.—In this district there have been three terms 
during the year; all taught by Miss Jennie F. Ball of Wal- 
pole. This is the largest and most advanced school in town ; 
and it is very easily seen that Miss Ball is a very well quali- 
fied and competent teacher. She sees things clearly and is 
quick and ready to answer any questions asked by her pupils ; 
and with her energy and promptness she can accomplish much 
inagiventime Jn this school several of the higher branches 
are taught, not usually taught in common schools, with which 
she seemed very familiar. The closing examination showed 
satisfactory results of her faithful services. 


Dist. No. 11.—The Summer term was taught by Miss 
Cora E. Townsend of Illinois. Her school was not so suc- 
cessful as were some. There were some adverse influences 
that operated unfavorably against-ner, to which, in part, her 
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want of better success is due. Some little time was required 
to get accustomed to her Western manners and mode of teach- 
ing. With further experience, she evidently would show the 
qualities of a good, efficient teacher. 


The Fall term was under the tuition of Miss Emma M. 
Dunham of Bethel, Vermont. She is an experienced teacher, 
it being her nineteenth term. She is quiet, pleasant and win- 
some ; consequently, she is beloved by all her pupils, and she 
governs by love instead of the rod. The scholars showed 
their respect and love to her in presenting her a valuable pres- 
ent at the close of her school. Her school was a grand success. 


The Winter term has been under the faithful management 
of a very thorough and efficient teacher, Miss Estelle F. Sar- 
gent of Hanover, having taught sixteen terms. She is ener- 
getic and thorough in all the branches taught, as evidenced in 
the obvious improvement of her classes. Her school ranks 
high among the best schools in town, and the district has re- 
ceived an equivalent for the money expended. 


Dist. No. 12.—The Summer term of this school was under 
the care of Miss Jessie F. Joslin of Walpole, and although it 
was her first experience in teaching, her quiet, genial man- 
ners secured the respect of her pupils, making her school or- 
derly, pleasant and successful. 


The Winter term of 12 weeks was kept by Miss Bertha 
Allen of Claremont. Her educational qualifications are ex- 
cellent, and with equal tact and ability in discipline, to se- 
cure order and respect, she would be an excellent and suc- 
— cessful teacher.
